INFORMATION FOR POSTMASTERS. 


(1) Reduction in Postage on Newspapers.—The Act fixing the rates on newspapers 
and periodicals from the office of publication and addressed to regular subscribers has been 
amended by a provision to thw effect that where the distance in Canada which such newspapers 
and periodicals are required to be transmitted does not exceed three hundred miles from the 
place of publication, and such newspapers and periodicals (the distance for the transmission of 
which is limited as aforesaid) are not to be delivered in Canada under the free letter carrier 
delivery system, the rate mentioned in the Act (4 cent per pound) shall be reduced to one 
quarter of one cent for each pound or fraction of a pound. 

In order that publishers may be entitled to take advantage of this reduced rate they must 
separate the newspapers which they have hitherto sent at the half a cent a pound rate into two 
lots, one containing those to be delivered at places within the three hundred mile linit not 
having a free delivery systen:, and the other, those which are still liable to the half-cent rate. 

The places in Canada at which newspapers cannot be delivered at the reduced rate of one- 
quarter of a cent are Victoria, Vancouver, Winnipeg, London, Brantford, Hamilton, Toronto, 
Kingston, Ottawa, Montreal, Quebec, St. John, Frederiction and Halifax. 

It is to be noted that the three hundred miles must be from the Post Office of the actual 
place of publication, and that there is no choice of a centre outside of that place, as is the case 
with the twenty-mile limit for weekly newspapers. All papers which have heretofore enjoyed 
the privilege of free transportation within the twenty-mile limit will continue to do so, 


(2) Persons who refuse to take Newspapers from a Post Office are not to be 
regarded as Subscribers.—The Department finds that an impression is prevalent among 
publishers of newspapers throughout the country that when a person has once subscribed for a 
paper he should continue to be regarded as a subse iber and to be charged for the paper until 
he has definitely notified the publisher to cease sending it and has paid the subscription price in 
full for the whole period during which the paper has been sent to Lim. Postinasters are 
informed that this impression is erroneous and that the subscription to a newspaper does not 
involve any such obligation as is suggested, 

From the Post Office standpoint a person ceases to be a subscriber to a newspaper or periodical 
when he refuses to take it out of the Post Office. In such cases it is the duty of the Postmaster 
to notify the publishers as required in the regulations in Sections 47 and 48, pages xi and xii, of 


the Postal Guide.

If a publisher continues to send papers after being notified of their refusal by the addressee, 
the papers will not be accepted for transmission at the rate of postage applicable to those 
addressed to subscribers. 


(3) Reduction in Postage on Newspapers for British Possessions, — Post- 
masters are requested to add Barbados and the Falkland Islands to the list given in Section 1, 
page 10, of the June Supplement, of British Possessions to which newspapers and periodicals 
printed and pnblished in Canada may be sent at the same rates of postage as apply to these 
newspapers and periodicals passing between Post Offices in Canada. 


(4) Yukon Mail Service.—On and after the 1st October, 1903, the winter arrangements 
for mail service for the Yukon Territory go into effect. After that date no mail matter may be 
sent North of White Horse, except letters and post cards, newspapers from the office of publi- 
cation and from newsdealers addressed to public libraries, to newspaper offices and to indi- 
vidual subscribers, and transient newspapers. 


(5) Correspondence for and from Foreign Lotteries.--In connection with the 
regulations respecting Illegal Lotteries in Sections 154 and 155, on page xxvi, of the Postal 
Guide, Postmasters are informed that the Department has determined to do all in its power to 
prevent the circulation in the Canadian mails of correspondence relating to foreign lottery 
schemes, and the Post Offices which receive direct mails from Foreign Countries have accord- 
ingly been given special instructions in regard to the treatment of letters which they have 
reason to believe contain lottery circulars or tickets. 


The Department has ascertained the names and addresses of a number of persons and firms 
in Europe and in South America engaged in the lottery business, and Postmasters are instructed 
not to register letters addressed to, or to issue money orders payable to any of the persons or

(6) Ten Dollar Postal Notes.—Postmasters at Postal Note offices are informed that 
the issue of a new denomination of Postal Notes for the sum of ten dollars each has been 
authorized under the Postal Note Regulations now in force. 

The commission which must be collected on a ten dollar Postal Note is five cents. 

Postmasters are requested to enter the particulars of the new denomination in the cards 
‘Notice to the Public.” (Amonnt $10.00, commission 5 cents.)
